It said th e bills would 
be aimed at making improv ements 
in only part of th e laws gov erning 
suffrage. Th e commission said it 
didn’t h av e time enough to do th e 
wh ole job. 
Makes Suggestions 
Th e commission said it found 
“a complete lack of h arm ony and 
uniformity ” in th e old body of* 
election laws. It made th ese sug­ 
gestions. adding th at it intended to 
back th em up with bills: 
1. Perm it th e use of v oting m a­ 
ch ines but leav e it up to th e local 
gov ernmental units w h eth er th ey 
sh ould be used or not. Because of 
th e great cost of v oting mach ines, 
th e local gov ernments sh ould be 
permitted to use th em in one or 
more precincts wh ile retaining th e 
old ballot meth od o.f 
v oting in 
oth er precincts. Th at 
way , the 
commission said, th e cost of m a­ 
ch ines could be stretch ed ov er a 
longer period of time. 
2. Establish a single 
election 
code to replace th e fiv e ch apters 
of laws gov erning th e conduct of 
elections. Th e commission said the 
many laws now on th e books for 
th e conduct 
of 
elections 
v ary 
widely as to th e time for opening 
and closing th e polls, th e q uali­ 
fications of v oters 
and th e 
re­ 
sponsibility for administering the 
election laws. 
For instance, th e commission 
found th ere are ten sections on 
th e q ualifications of a v oter. It 
« ppeariUl possible to th e members 
th at a paroled felon migh t hav e in 
certain cases more v oting rights 
th an a person conv icted of a mis­ 
demeanor. 
In anoth er case, th e commission 
noted, th e “ X ” is used to show the 
v oter’s ch oice on some ballots but 
on oth er ballots th e v oter must in­ 
dicate h is ch oice by marking out 
th e proposition h e does not* want.

commission 
suggested 
the 
laws sh ould be rev ised so the “ X ” 
could be used altogether. 
3. Perm anent registration wher­ 
ev er registration of v oters is re­ 
q uired. Th e commission recom­ 
mended th at th e present sev en 
statutes on registration 
be cut to 
two— one for cities of 400,000 up 
and counties of 
300,000 or more, 
th e oth er for cities and counties 
of smaller population. 
Th e commission also urged some 
sy stem of ch ecking th e registra­ 
tion lists to eliminate the names 
of persons wh o h av e died or m ov ­ 
ed away . 
Charge Primary 
4. P rim ary election in J une in­ 
stead of August. The commission 
said th e prim ary should be held 
on th e second Tuesday in J une and 
th at a blanket 
primary 
ballot 
sh ould be used so no v oter would 
h av e to declare his party affilia­ 
tion openly . Another change would 
be to allow th e party comm ittee to 
name a candidate if the only can­ 
didate dies or 
withdraws before 
th e primary . 
Now th e party committee can 
name a candidate only if the nom­ 
inee dies or w ith draw s after the 
primary . If th ere is only one party 
candidate and h e 
withdraws or 
dies before th e primary nothing 
can be done. 
5. More speed in 
counting ab­ 
sentee ballots.

But th e com­ 
mission suggested th at all absentee 
ballots sh ould

For ex tra-good flavor and for delicate crispness, mak e the puff 
paste with m argarine. Not only does margarine mak e the puffs tender 
and crisp, but it helps give them a beautiful golden brown color during 
bak ing. 
The trick of good cream puffs, if there is a trick , is a double one. 
First, cook the flour-water-margarine mix ture until it is very thick ,— i 
thick enough to cling together in a ball and follow the spoon around j 
as you stir. The second “trick ” is to add the eggs one at a time and: 
beat until the dough is satin-smooth. At first it will seem as if the egg 
isn’t going to mix in at all. Just k e* p stirring and beating, and all of! 
a sudden the dough will be smooth. Then add the second egg and 
beat again. 
The fudge sauce on these puffs is really something special. It 
needs almost no attention, ex cept occasional stirring, once the few 
ingredients have been measured into the top of a double boiler. The 
sauce is thick and creamy and rich, delicious hot or cold. It can be 
made in advance and be k ept in the refrigerator to serve as needed. If 
it has been stored in a refrigerator, soften it before serving by setting 
the container in a pan of hot water.

The commission said it 
didn’t have time enough to do the 
whole job. 
Makes Suggestions 
The commission said it found 
i ‘a complete lack of harmony and 
uniformity” in the old body of* 
election laws. It made these sug­ 
gestions, adding that it intended to 
back them up with bills: 
1. Permit the use of voting ma­ 
chines but leave it up to the local 
governmental units w hether they 
should be used or not. Because of 
the great cost of voting machines, 
the local governments should be 
permitted to use them in one or 
more precincts while retaining the 
old ballot method o.f 
voting in 
other precincts. That 
way, 
the 
commission said, the cost of ma­ 
chines could be stretched over a 
longer period of time. 
2. Establish a single 
election 
code to replace the five chapters 
of laws governing the conduct of 
elections. The commission said the 
many laws now on the books for 
the conduct 
of 
elections 
vary 
widely as to the time for opening 
and closing the polls, the quali­ 
fications of voters 
and the 
re­ 
sponsibility for administering the 
election laws. 
For instance, the commission 
found there are ten sections on 
the qualifications of a voter. It 
«ppeared possible to the members 
that a paroled felon might have In 
(certain cases more voting rights 
than a person convicted of a mis­ 
demeanor. 
In another case, the commission 
noted, the “X ” is used to show the 
voter’s choice on some ballots but 
on other ballots the voter must in­ 
dicate his choice by marking out 
the proposition he does not want.

The commission 
said the prim ary should be held

Another change would 
be to allow the party committee to 
name a candidate if the only can­ 
didate dies or w ithdraw s before 
the primary.

It said the bills would 
be aimed at m aking im provem ents 
in only part of the law s governing 
suffrage. The commission said it 
didn’t have tim e enough to do the 
whole job. 
Makes Suggestions 
The commission said it found 
“a com plete lack of harm ony and 
uniform ity” in the old body of* 
election laws. It m ade these sug­ 
gestions, adding that it intended to 
back them up w ith bills: 
1. Perm it the use of voting m a­ 
chines but leave it up to the local 
governm ental units w hether they 
should be used or not. Because of 
the great cost of voting m achines, 
the local governm ents should be 
perm itted to use them in one or 
more precincts w hile retaining the 
old ballot m ethod of 
voting in 
other precincts. T hat 
way, 
th e 
commission said, the cost of m a­ 
chines could be stretched over a 
longer period of time. 
2. Establish a single 
election 
code to replace the five chapters 
of laws governing the conduct of 
elections. The commission said the 
many laws now on the books for 
the conduct 
of 
elections 
vary 
widely as to the tim e for opening 
and closing the polls, the quali­ 
fications of voters 
and the 
re ­ 
sponsibility for adm inistering the 
election laws. 
For instance, the com mission 
found there are ten sections on 
the qualifications of a voter. It 
.ppc.nctl possible to the m em bers 
that a paroled felon m ight have in 
certain cases more voting rights 
than a person convicted of a m is­ 
dem eanor.

A nother change would 
be to allow the party com m ittee to 
nam e a candidate if the only can­ 
didate dies or w ithdraw s before 
the prim ary.

These figures include high school 
teachers, and they include super­ 
visors and principals, which means 
the average paid to the classroom 
instructor is actually lewder. And 
since they are averages, these fig­ 
ures reflect still lower pay for 
half the teachers. 
They mean that the average 
teacher in Arkansas, unless she 
. pieces out her income w’ith a Sat- 
I unlay job clerking in the store or 
a summer job as waitress, must 
cover her cost of living for 53 
weeks with $34.63 a week. That’s 
$34.63 before taxes and deductions. 
We know the Arkansas average 
is about three times as much as it 
was IO years ago. So is the Mis­ 
sissippi average. We know the 
proportion of tax money used for 
schools in Southern states is high­ 
er than in other states w’ith better 
paid teachers. But we also know 
more should be provided for teach­ 
er pay. It is essential to welfare of 
our children and the future of our 
region. 
Another set of figures, these 
from the United States Office of 
Education, shows a shortage of 
classrooms for the teachers to 


work in. Dilapidated building and 
overcrowded new buildings call 
for vast construction before Sept. 
I. 
Arkansas has 2 1 1 million dollars 
available, but the Office of Edu­ 
cation says about 46 millions more 
are urgently needed. Tennessee 
has 138 million dollars for school 
buildings, but needs 80 millions in 
addition. In Mississippi there are 
64 million dollars in school build­ 
ing funds, but it will take 80 mil­ 
lions more to house the school 
children. 
Economy in government is fine. 
We hope to see a lot of it from 
now on. We have hope that more 
school money can come from sav­ 
ings in other departments. But 
school money is one department of 
tax spending in which increases 
will be in order even in this new 
era of financial conservations. — 
Commercial Appeal.

For extra-good flavor and for delicate crispness, make the puff 
paste with margarine. Not only does margarine make the puffs tender 
and crisp, but it helps give them a beautiful golden brown color during 
baking. 
The trick of good cream puffs, if there is a trick, is a double one. 
First, cook the flour-water-margarine mixture until it is very thick,— 
thick enough to cling together in a ball and follow the spoon around 
as you stir. The second "trick” is to add the eggs one at a time and 
beat until the dough is satin-smooth. At first it will seem as if the egg 
isn’t going to mix in at all.
